The editorial 
concluded that it is necessary to restore the Bill of Rights to its 
high place in our national life and end the conspiracy by the McCarthyites 
to destroy democratic rights and plunge the United States into war. 


The "DFU" newspaper on Decenoer 10, 1951, page 5$, columns 
1-5 also contained an article entitled "The Bill of Rights - Here Are | 
‘Portions in Imminent Peril", which declared that the First, Fourth, | 
Fifth and Zighth Amendments of the Constitution are those which have 
been subjected to the fire of a McCarthyite Anerica. :

Tne article alleged that the Fourth, Amendment to the 
constitution has been violated by the following actions: 


l. by atteapts of tho Sisenhower administration to legalize 
wiretapping; | 


2, by the wiretapping practiced by the FBI witthout benefit 
of leral sanction; 


3. by the use of paid informers; and 
ц. oy seizure without warrant of books and documents. 


The article noted that the fifth Amendment of the Constitution 
has been violated by the following actions: 


1. by the enactment of a statute which revokes in effect the 
constitutional protection against self-incrimination; 


2. by the second imprisonment of WILLIA'N L. PATTERSON, Negro 
leader and Civil Rights Congress Dxecutive Secretary, on the same 
charge of failing to produce records which he states no longer exist; 
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3. by re-arrest of IRVING POTASH under the Smith Act as he 
, finished serving a five-year prison sentence under the same law; and 


h. by depriving individuals of their means of livelihood 
under the Magnuson Act (screening of enployees.

MAGIL alleged that these troops were trained 
in Nicaragua under the direction of retired US Army officers. MAGIL 
alleged that refugees in Guatemala are agreed that the Guatemalan 
army could have defeated the invaders with relative ease, but the 
majority of the high comand was taking orders from PEURIFOY and refused 
to fight. КАСІ, declared that the Commnists were in the forefront of 
the struggle to defend their country. MAGIL concluded with an appeal 
to all Americans to speak up against the McCarthyization of Guatemala.

The editorial urged Democratic leaders to ' 
dewand that all candidates for Congress speak up clearly on the 
issue of segrezation and take а firm stand for civil rights legislation 
to outlaw all forms of discrimination in every walk of American life.
